Odd-Even Gas Rationing System Spreads

Does a motorist traveling through 
states 
with 
odd-even 
gasoline 
distribution plans face a morass of 
confusing, conflicting regulations? 
Nope, but he’d better carry a calendar 
with him. 
Oregon was the first to go for the 
odd-even license-plate plan for selling 
gasoline. Since then, eight other states 
and the nation’s capital have instituted 
the program. 
Two other states will adopt it soon. 
And at least eight other states are 
waiting in wings, most of them con­ 
sidering the Oregon plan. 
That plan allows motorists with 
even-numbered plates to buy gasoline 
on even-numbered days. Odds buy on 
odd-numbered days. 
The 
federal 
government 
has 


prepared a coupon rationing plan but 
has not put it into effect. The Federal 
Energy Office says it would be April 
before its World War II-style coupon 
plan could be implemented if it were 
ordered now. 
A growing number of states ex­ 
periencing severe gasoline shortages 
and long lines at stations have adopted 
the Oregon plan as a way to ease the 
situation. Counties, cities and towns in 
other states have adopted the plan 
without waiting for state action. 
Motorists traveling through states 
with distribution plans will find that 
most of the oddeven plans are about 
the same. Most are voluntary and most 
exempt the out-of-state traveler. But 
there are some tricky exceptions that 
could foul up travel plans of the 
unaware. 
What follows is a rundown of the

Hearst Behind 
In Bid To Meet 
Kidnap Demands 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - Ran­ 
dolph A. Hearst has only the 
remainder of the long holiday weekend 
to meet the initial demand of his 
daughter’s kidnapers. He says he is 
behind schedule. 
The Symbionese liberation Army 
gave Hearst until Tuesday to begin 
distributing $70 worth of food for each 
needy Californian as a precondition for 
negotiations for the release of 19-year- 
old Patricia Hearst, abducted Feb. 4. 
In a tape received from the SI.A 
Tuesday, one of the abductors calling 
himself Field Marshal General Cinque 
said: “I am quite willing to carry out 
the execution of your daughter to save 
the life of starving men, women and 
children of every race.” 
Hearst termed the food distribution 
request an impossible task that could 
cost as much as $400 million. However, 
he said he would try to comply, at least 
in part. He told reporters Friday he 
was a “couple of days behind.” 
“What I hope to do is give food to 
people who really need it and not just 
assume that anybody with a welfare 
card who wants to can go in and pick it 


up.” Hearst said. “I don’t know the 
details yet.” 
The food giveaway program in­ 
volves legal problems, Hearst told 
newsmen outside his mansion in 
Hillsborough, Calif., 15 miles south of 
San 
Francisco. 
He 
would 
not 
elaborate. 
Published reports Friday identified 
“Cinque,” a name taken from the 
leader of an 1839 revolt aboard the 
slave ship, L’Amistad, as Donald 
David DeFreeze, 30. The reports, in 
the San Francisco Examiner, the San 
Francisco Chronicle and the Oakland 
Tribune, also identified Thero M. 
Wheeler, 29, as a suspect. 
Hearst is president and editor of the 
Examiner. 
Charles Bates, FBI agent handling 
the case, called the reports “pure 
speculation,”

though 
photographs of the men resembled 
composites made of the suspects. 
“My impression is that either one 
could be, but there are probably 
100,000 who could be suspects,” Bates 
said. “There is nothing specific at all 
to link either man with the kidnaping.” 
Believe W rong Information 
Brought Ohio Gasoline Cut 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- Ohio 
Public Utilities Commission Chairman 
Edmund Turk says the Federal 
Energy Office may have had some 
wrong information when it ordered a 2 
per cent cut in Ohio’s gasoline 
allocation. 
Turk told a hearing of the Senate 
Interior and Insular Affairs Com­ 
mittee Friday the energy office’s 
decision may have resulted from some 
misplaced decimal points. 
Turk said state officials were having 
trouble communicating with federal 
officials and criticized them for not 
contacting the state before the decision 
was made. 
“Instead of cooperation...we see 
bickering between cabinet mem­ 
bers.... Instead of conclusive data, we 
receive vague reports which are often 
more confusing than illuminating,” 
Turk said.

Hundreds of gasoline stations 
around Norfolk, Va., have closed, and 
dealers in other states have threatened 
to shut down unless federal officials 
act on complaints about short supplies 
and new regulations. 
Prime among the dealers’ demands 
are more gasoline, permission to 
charge higher prices and elimination 
of a regulation banning preferential 
treatment for regular customers. 
The Justice Department filed its 
first complaint Friday under the 
recent regulation, charging the 
operator of a service station in Glen 
Ellyn, 111., with favoring 
past 
customers. 
The suit against William Miller, 
operator of a Texaco station in the 
Chicago suburb, asked a $2,500 penalty 
and sought an injunction to prevent 
future violations. 
In Washington, the Federal Energy 
Office said stations may continue to 
give preferential service to com­ 
mercial customers or bulk com­ 
mercial purchasers. The office also 
said dealers would not be violating 
FEO rules by complying with state 
distribution systems, such as alter- 
nate-day purchasing based on license 
plate numbers. 
In New York, Exxon said it im­ 
mediately would increase gasoline 
allotments to its 26,000 service stations 
and other customers by about six per 
cent under a program giving less 
emphasis to production of heating oil. 
Exxon’s February gas allocation 
had been set at 78 per cent of last 
year’s levels. The new allocation ups 
that to 83 per cent. 
Mobil Oil Corp., in a separate an­ 
nouncement, said its service stations 
would be getting “slightly less” gas in 
February than they did in January. A

the 
February 
allocation would be 87 per cent of 1972 
supplies. 
Philippines 
Fight Grows 
M ore Bloody 


ZAMBOANGA, Philippines (AP) — 
At least 10,000 persons are dead or 
missing after heavy fighting last week 
in the southern Philippines, according 
to government officials here. 
Officials of the Department of Social 
Welfare said the 10,000 figure may be 
conservative. 
They speculated that as many as 
30.000 pesons may have fled the Jolo 
Island, where the fighting between 
Moslem secessionists and government 
troops occurred. 
“The dead 
were 
just 
left 
to 
decompose on the road or thrown into 
the sea,” said Gabol Lali, a govern­ 
ment employe who witnessed the 
battles. He said troops and civilians 
were afraid to pick up the bodies be­ 
cause of snipers in bumed-out Jolo 
City. 
In Manila, Secretary of National 
Defense Juan Ponce Enrile called the 
10.000 figure 
“ an 
irresponsible 
statement” but conceded that more 
than 60 per cent of the city was 
destroyed in the fighting. He said not 
more than 300 civilians and rebels 
were killed. 
Jolo is the capital of the Sulu Island 
chain 620 miles south of Manila and 
about IOO miles south of Zamboanga. 
In recent months, the government said 
it has confined the Moslem insurgent 
activities to Jolo Island. 
The rebels are fighting to carve out 
an independent Moslem state in the 
southern Philippines because they say 
the Filipino Christian majority dis­ 
criminates against them. 
Enrile held the first formal govern­ 
ment briefing since the Moslem 
secessionists counterattacked Feb. 7 
against a government drive to dislodge 
them from Jolo. He said several bat­ 
tles were continuing. 


More Milk Money 
For Nixon Found 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
$200,000 in funds from the dairy lobby 
was 
secretly 
passed 
from 
congressional campaign committees 
to the Nixon re-election campaign. 
The transfer, around the time of 
President Nixon’s 1972 election vic­ 
tory, brings to $727,000 the amount of 
money known to have passed to 
Nixon’s political operatives from the 
nation’s three largest dairy co-oper­ 
atives. 
The White House has denied 
allegations that the dairy lobby’s 
political donations were linked to 
Nixon’s decision to impose certain 
dairy import quotas and to raise milk 
price supports in 1971. 
The transactions involving the dairy 
money were reported publicly, as 
required by federal law. However, the 
source of the money had been obscured 
by a series of transfers through es­ 
tablished GOP committees. 
It wasn’t known that the $200,000 
taken by Nixon’s campaign came 
originally from the milk producers 
until testimony to Senate Watergate 
committee investigators from Bob A. 
lilly, political treasurer of Associated 
Milk Producers. 
Lilly said the money had been in­ 
tended for the Nixon campaign from 
the start and that the transfers were 
set up as a conduit scheme to hide the

Good Farm Year 
Has Conditions 


WASHINGTON

The 
Agriculture Department is more op­ 
timistic about farmers prospering this 
year, but there are some giant 
qualifications. 
Until now, USDA economists have 
been predicting 1974 net farm income 
will be down from last year’s record of 
$26 billion to a range of $20 billion to $23 
billion. 
Even at the lower end, 1974 net farm 
income would be the second biggest 
ever, eclipsing the 1972 mark of $19.7 
billion. 
But Friday the 
departm ent’s 
Outlook and Situation Board said 
farmers can expect incomes this year 
to total $24 billion to $25 billion if 
record output is accomplished. 
The shocker, however, was a 
prediction that 1974 farm profits could 
soar to $30 billion if production items 
are short, weather is bad, harvests cut 
back and demand remains strong. 
“On the other hand, if the energy 
crisis were to generate a concerted 
slowdown in major foreign markets 
and the U.S. economy were to weaken 
sharply under high inflation and in­ 


creasing unemployment, demand 
would be substantially weaker,” the 
board said in a preliminary report on 
the demand and price situation. 
In that case, farm income could drop 
to $20 billion, the report said. Officials 
said the estimate of $24 billion to $25 
billion is “most likely” for farmers in 
1974. 
Don 
Paarlberg, 
director 
of 
economics in USDA, said the $30 billion 
figure — in a situation of strong 
demand and smaller production — 
could result from prices soaring so 
high that fanners would get more than 
enough profit to offset smaller output. 
The effect on consumers, however, 
would be a much higher jump in food 
prices than expected. On Thursday, 
the department said it was “most 
likely” retail food prices in 1974 would 
average 12 per cent above last year but 
admitted they could go up 16 per cent if 
production falters.

Arab States Eye 
Use For Money 


LONDON (AP) - Key Arab oil 
states have agreed on preliminary 
plans to use some of their swollen oil 
revenues to set up multimillion dollar 
development banks for Asia and Af­ 
rica, according to diplomatic sources 
here. 
Senior diplomats of some of the Arab 
governments involved say, however, 
that the states continue to disagree 
over specifics on running the banks. 
For example, they say, Saudi Arabia 
and some other Arab countries want to 
confine the banks’ operations in Asia to 
Moslem countries like Afghanistan, 
Pakistan and Bangladesh. Other 
regimes, including Algeria, insists that 
such a policy would deny aid to 
friendly nations like India. 
As for Africa, the diplomats say 
Arab governments are fighting over 
the 
site 
of 
the 
African 
bank’s 
headquarters. 
The 
Sudanese, 
Algerians, Egyptians and Lebanese 
have reportedly offered their capitals, 
but informants say Cairo or Beirut is 
likely to be chosen because of their 
more suitable living facilities for bank 
employes. 
According to the preliminary plans, 
each of the banks will start off with 
relatively modest financing, around 
$500 
million. 
But 
the 
Arab oil 
producers are expected to accumulate 
about $90 billion in total foreign ex­ 
change assets by 1980, and new 
donations to the banks will always be 
accepted, the sources said. 
The sources said the banks would 


provide aid to needy nations that 
rallied politically to the Arab cause 
before and after the October war with 
Israel and give those nations special 
grants or loans to meet the increasing 
costs of oil. 
The banks also would allow the 
Arabs to invest surplus oil revenue in 
development projects in Asia and 
Africa in anticipation of the eventual 
reduction of fuel prices when re­ 
sources dry up or alternative power 
sources emerge.

In general, narrowleaf evergreens 
should be pruned during the winter 
when they are dormant, Some people 
like to do this at Christmas so the 
greens or trimmings can be used for 
decorations. 
The exception to winter pruning of 
evergreens is the pine. Pine trees 
should be pruned in the spring after the 
candle growth develops. 
Prune narrowleaf evergreens ac­ 
cording to their growth habits. Allow 
these plants to assume their natural 
shape. Do not shape them into balls, 
birds or other formal habits. Pruning 
is a matter of cutting the branches so a 
more desirable plant is attained 
through compact, controlled growth. 
This requires pruning individual stems 
rather than shearing. Shearing not 
onlv ruins the natural habit of growth 
but prevents light from penetrating 
the center of the plants, resulting in 
foliage drop. In addition, insect and 
disease control become difficult when 
spray materials cannot penetrate to 
the center of the plants. 
Broadleaf evergreens have an ad­ 
vantage over narrowleaf evergreens in 
that they require little, if any, pruning. 
Some pruning may be necessary such 
as removing dead, broken, severely 
damaged or diseased and insect in­ 
fested branches. Also, branches that 
are detrimental to the shape of the 
plant should be removed. 
The most important practice to 
follow is the removal of spent flowers 
such as the bloom of Rhododendron. If 
this is done, more growth will be 
produced by the plant and more 
flowers will form for the next year. 
A plant that deserves special at­ 
tention is Pyracantha or firethorn. 
Many gardeners feel there is no good 
time to prune this plant. The flowers 
for the next year are produced on the 
previous season’s growth. 
If the plant is large or overgrown, 
then the best time of the year to prune 
is in the late winter when it is dormant. 
This practice will eliminate most or all 
of the flowers for the next spring, 
depending on how severely the plant is 
cut back. When a light pruning is 
required, winter is still the proper 
time. If careful when pruning these 
branches, enough of last year’s growth 
can be left to insure flowering for the 
current year. Pruning Pyracantha in 
the summer reduces or eliminates 
fruiting in the fall, again depending on 
how severely the plant is pruned. 
Severe pruning any time of the year 
reduces flowers and fruits. Thus, 
prune lightly every year rather than 
extensively every several years.

The acreage of farm land actually 
planted to com and soybeans this 
spring could vary greatly from 
acreages reported in the intentions 
report issued by the Statistical 
Reporting Service on January 22. 
That’s the feeling of Herbert Hadley, 
Extension Economist at The Ohio 
State University. 
That report was based on a January 
1 survey of farmers in 35 major com 
and soybean producing states. The 
survey said U.S. farmers intended to 
plant 10 per cent more acres of com 
and 3.3 per cent less acres of soybeans 
this year than last. That would amount 
to 77.4 million acres of corn and 54.9 
million acres of soybeans. 
Hadley points out that great un­ 
certainty exists about the amount of 
nitrogen fertilizer which will be 
available at com planting time. Com 
acreage will also be affected by the 
weather as well as the relative prices 
of corn and soybeans at planting time. 


It is highly probable that there will 
be some build-up in soybean stocks at 
the end of the market year, August 31. 
Com stocks will probably be lower 
than they were late in the season last 
year. 
However, the economist points out, if 
individual farmers don’t have enough 
nitrogen to plant their intended corn 
acreage, they may reduce corn acres 
and increase acreage of soybeans. 
Another factor farmers will be 
considering between now and planting 
time is the comparison of labor and 
profit returns for corn 
versus 
soybeans. Recent price increases for 
fuel and fertilizer have raised costs 
faster for com than for soybeans and, 
with presently expected fall prices, the 
returns from corn or soybeans per 
acre are about equal, the economist 
says. 
Another prospective planting report 
is to be released by the Statistical 
Reporting Service on March 14. 
Hadley expects this report to shed 
further light on com and soybean 
acreage prospects for 1974.

The acreage of farm land actually 
planted to com and soybeans this 
spring could vary greatly from 
acreages reported in the intentions 
report issued by the Statistical 
Reporting Service on January 22. 
That’s the feeling of Herbert Hadley, 
Extension Economist at The Ohio 
State University. 
That report was based on a January 
I survey of farmers in 35 major com 
and soybean producing states. The 
survey said U.S. farmers intended to 
plant IO per cent more acres of com 
and 3.3 per cent less acres of soybeans 
this year than last. That would amount 
to 77.4 million acres of com and 54.9 
million acres of soybeans. 
Hadley points out that great un­ 
certainty exists about the amount of 
nitrogen fertilizer which will be 
available at com planting time. Com 
acreage will also be affected by the 
weather as well as the relative prices 
of corn and soybeans at planting time. 


It is highly probable that there will 
be some build-up in soybean stocks at 
the end of the market year, August 31. 
Com stocks will probably be lower 
than they were late in the season last 
year. 
However, the economist points out, if 
individual farmers don’t have enough 
nitrogen to plant their intended com 
acreage, they may reduce com acres 
and increase acreage of soybeans. 
Another factor farmers will be 
considering between now and planting 
time is the comparison of labor and 
profit returns for corn versus 
soybeans. Recent price increases for 
fuel and fertilizer have raised costs 
faster for com than for soybeans and, 
with presently expected fall prices, the 
returns from com or soybeans per 
acre are about equal, the economist 
says. 
Another prospective planting report 
is to be released by the Statistical 
Reporting Service on March 14. 
Hadley expects this report to shed 
further light on com and soybean 
acreage prospects for 1974. 


Wholesale 
Prices Jump 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Wholesale 
prices boomed upward in January at 
the second highest monthly rate on 
record as the inflationary spiral 
stretched across the entire economy, 
the government said today. 
Wholesale price rises mean that the 
higher costs will be translated into 
higher retail prices in the weeks 
ahead, as inflation shows no letup for 
the consumer. 
Sharply higher wholesale costs for 
farm products, 
industrial 
com­ 
modities, consumer finished goods and 
fuels pushed the wholesale price index 
up by a seasonally adjusted 3.1 per 
cent, a rise exceeded only by the 
record 6.2 per cent of last August. 
If January’s rate is computed on an 
annual basis, it comes out to an annual 
rate of inflation of 37.2 per cent — 3.1 
per cent a month for 12 months. 
Wholesale prices, accelerating in the 
past few months, have risen at an 
annual rate of 32.3 per cent in the past 
three months, a record. In the past 12 
months, they have gone up 20.8 per 
cent, the second highest rise for any 12- 
month period since October 1947.

NEW YORK (AP) — In announcing 
record high earnings for 1973, cor­ 
porate chief executives are quick to 
relate them to both historical and 
industry standards. 
In so doing it may sound as if they 
are apologizing for what appear to be 
windfalls, but one after another of 
them is just as quick in attempting to 
disabuse the public of that notion. 
A big increase in profits, they note, 
might mean only that the previous 
year’s income was low. That indeed 
has been the case for several years. 
Profits have been in a slump since the 
late 1960s. 
The real indicators of whether 
earnings are inordinately high or low 
are the profit margins and the rates of 
return. The first refers to the per­ 
centage of sales that is kept as profit, 
the second to profits as a percentage of 
stockholder equity. 
Profit margins for manufacturing 
companies have ranged from 4.5 per 
cent to 6.4 per cent since 1960, but 
individual industries have scored well 
beyond those figures. 
The pharmaceutical and medicinal 
products industry has been especially 
successful in retaining a large portion 
of its sales dollar. In 1972 it kept 9.9 per 
cent, the highest ratio of any industry. 
The petroleum production and 
refining industry has come close to 
those figures in the past decade, but 
from 1966, when its return was 9.5 per 
cent, it has had successively weaker 
years. In 1972 it earned 6.5 per cent. 
The iron and steel industry has had 
lean years recently, with its profit 
margin a bit below or above 3 per cent 
from 1970 to 1972. But when 1973 fig­ 
ures are complete they probably will 
show a sharp advance to about 5 per 
cent. 


The automotive industry reported a 
profit margin of 5.2 per cent in 1972, 
but it has exceeded that rate in several 
years, notably in 1949 and 1950, when 
margins were 8.9 per cent. For 1973, 
the figure mostly likely will be about 6 
per cent. 
The widely criticized food store 
chains retained only 7-10ths of one cent 
for every dollar of sales in 1972, and 
1973 margins might be even lower. 
The industry’s highest profit margin 
since the 1940s was 1.7 per cent in 1950, 
the lowest for any industrial group, 
and only partially explained by the 
fact that food stores have a big, steady, 
repeat volume. 
Food chains score much better when 
profits are measured as a percentage 
of net worth, but still their position has 
been deteriorating, from figures as 
high as 15 per cent in the 1950s to 7.3 
per cent in 1972. 
Over an extended period of time are 
profits declining? 
No, says the First National City 
Bank, which compiled many of these 
percentages. After reviewing the 
ratios for the past 50 years it concluded 
that the assertion is “happily not 
supported bv the facts.’’

She discussed how 
older people need help and said there 
are one out of every IO persons over 65 
years of age. She said these people are 
lonely and need friends. Retired and 
with time on their hands they feel old 
and useless and being alone adds to 
their depression. Most have worked 
hard all their lives and now have very 
little to live on. Many become ill and 
are forced to accept assistance. Some 
are not able to go to the grocery or 
church and all have individual 
problems. 
There are 500 aging people living in 
county homes with not much help to 
take care of them. The high cost of 
living interfere with them being in­ 
dependent. They have a purpose for 
living and should not feel useless. 
She said there are four things to 
remember: give time to visit aging 
people, read or write for them, give 
flowers, fruit or cookies and prayers as 
they can help. 
The meeting was closed with the 
group singing “ Count Your Blessings” 
and prayer by Elizabeth Valentine. 
The March meeting will be held at 
the home of Florence Valentine, with 
Mary E. Radcliffe as program 
director.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Pepper, 
one of only three whooping cranes ever 
bom and bred in captivity, has died at 
18. 
Since cranes often live past the age 
of 60, Pepper’s death is being in­ 
vestigated by the Louisiana State 
University School of Veterinary 
Medicine, the Louisiana Toxicology 
laboratory and Tulane University. 
Pepper’s death Thursday came as a 
surprise because he gave “ no warning 
that he was ailing or in anything but 
good health,” said Audubon Park Di­ 
rector John A. Moore. 
North America’s largest bird, 
whooping cranes breed in Canada and 
winter in southeastern Texas and the 
marshes of Louisiana.

Nix o n suspended impo rt quo tas in 
J une 197 2 to r the remainder o f that 
y ear and co ntinued the o pen do o r in 
197 3. The quo tas also hav e been lifted 
fo r this y ear. 
The quo tas, based o n a 1964 law, 
apply o nly to fresh, fro zen and chilled 
beef, v eal, mutto n and go at meat. 
Canned o r pro cessed meat is no t 
restricted. Mo st o f the quo ta-ty pe meat 
is beef used fo r hamburger and o ther 
manufactured pro ducts.

U.S. M eat Imports Decline 


Despite Lifted Restrictions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Despite 
President Nixon opening the door to 
more meat from foreign countries last 
year, shipments to U.S. markets ac­ 
tually dipped below 1972, according to 
Agriculture Department figures. 
Imports totaled 1.354 billion pounds 
in 1973, dowTi from 1.355 billion in 1972, 
the department said in a report 
compiled by the Foreign Agricultural 
Service. 
Nixon suspended import quotas in 
June 1972 for the remainder of that 
year and continued the open door in 
1973. The quotas also have been lifted 
for this year. 
The quotas, based on a 1964 law, 
apply only to fresh, frozen and chilled 
beef, veal, mutton and goat meat. 
Canned or processed meat is not 
restricted. Most of the quota-type meat 
is beef used for hamburger and other 
manufactured products. 
Department officials had estimated 
imports would total 1.4 billion pounds 
last year. But demand among many 
other countries pulled away large 
quantities which otherwise would have 
gone to U.S. buyers.

NEW YORK (AP) — Commercial 
banks’ prime lending rate is going 
down after last y ear’s controversial 
gains, and m any analy sts contend th e 
severity of th e nation’s economic 
problems will determine h ow far it 
falls. 
Th e prime rate, th e base lending fee 
on loans to top business customers, 
isn’t directly tied to consumer and 
small business loans. But it frequently 
is a guide to trends in th e rates 
ch arged on such loans and interest 
ch arges in general. 
Money analy sts and economists say 
th e prim e’s decline in 197 4 is very 
much tied to th e state of th e economy , 
just as its rise to an all-time h igh of 10 
per cent was linked to th e economy in 
197 3. 
Bankers Trust Co., th e nation’s 
eigh th larg est com m ercial bank, 
announced Th ursday it was dropping 
its prime rate to 9 per cent from 9L» per 
cent. Th e smaller First National Bank 
in St. Ix iuis and Manufacturers Bank 
in Los Angeles did th e same, as did 
Cleveland Trust Co. last week. Th e 
lower rate was ex pected to become 
industry wide. 
Money analy sts add th at th ere is 
little doubt th at th ere will be more 
drops sh ortly . 
In th e long run, Lionel D. Edie, th e 
research arm of M errill Ly nch , 
Pierce, Fenner & Smith , predicts th e 
rate before moving up again will h it a 
low of 6H per cent in September or 
sooner — close to th e 6 per cent level at 
th e beginning of 197 3. 
Th e research firm, wh ich contends 
th e nation already is into its th ird 
month of a recession, say s slowed 
business activity is lowering demand 
for loans. Th is, it say s, makes th e 
supply of loan funds more available 
and push es down th e cost of borrowing.

Rich ard H. Ich ord, D-Mo., said 
Friday th at police sh ould "beef up 
th eir intelligence a ctivities’* and 
particularly involving groups like th e 
Sy mbionese liberation Army , wh ich 
kidnaped th e newspaper h eiress in 
Berkeley , Calif.

Th e analy sis concludes th at “if th e 
pattern of emulating various Latin 
American urban terrorists continues,” 
th e SIJN may try to force release of 
prisoners wh o are members of various 
fringe organizations. 
"Th e SLA’s operations h ave sh own a 
h igh degree of premeditation and 
planning, and a capability for im­ 
provisation under pressure. Th e SLA’s 
many rental ex penses, arm s cach e, 
etc. imply th at th e group is well fun­ 
ded,” th e analy sis said 
“ Th is gives rise to speculation as to 
th eir sources of money , wh ich includes 
th e sligh t possibility th at SLA may 
h ave some contact with foreign ter­ 
rorists. However, due to th e domestic 
nature of SLA’s targets, th is h as a low 
probability ,” th e analy sis added.

An Ashville boy arrested for two 
counts of speeding was prosecuted in 
Pickaway County Juvenile Court this 
past week by the assistant county 
prosecutor.

Seen By House Panel Chief

Prime Rate 
Coming Down 
Across U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP) — Commercial 
banks’ prime lending rate is going 
down after last year’s controversial 
gains, and m any analysts contend the 
severity of the nation's economic 
problems will determine how far it 
falls 
The prime rate, the base lending fee 
on loans to top business customers, 
isn’t directly tied to consumer and 
small business loans. But it frequently 
is a guide to trends in the rates 
charged on such loans and interest 
charges in general. 
Money analysts and economists say 
the prime’s decline in 1974 is very 
much tied to the state of the economy, 
just as its rise to an all-time high of IO 
per cent was linked to the economy in 
1973. 
Bankers Trust Co., the nation’s 
eighth larg est com m ercial bank, 
announced Thursday it was dropping 
its prime rate to 9 per cent from 9U per 
cent. The sm aller First National Bank 
in St. Louis and Manufacturers Bank 
in Los Angeles did the same, as did 
Cleveland Trust Co. last week. The 
lower rate was expected to become 
industrywide. 
Money analysts add that there is 
little doubt that there will be more 
drops shortly. 
In the long run, Iionel D. Edie, the 
research a rm of M errill Lynch, 
Pierce, Fenner & Smith, predicts the 
rate before moving up again will hit a 
low of 64 per cent in September or 
sooner — close to the 6 per cent level at 
the beginning of 1973. 
The research firm, which contends 
the nation already is into its third 
month of a recession, says slowed 
business activity is lowering demand 
for loans. This, it says, m akes the 
supply of loan funds more available 
and pushes down the cost of borrowing 


next few years. 
Richard H. Ichord, D-Mo., said 
Friday that police should “ beef up 
their intelligence a ctiv ities” and 
particularly involving groups like the 
Symbionese liberation Army, which 
kidnaped the newspaper heiress in 
Berkeley, Calif.

M eanwhile, a com m ittee staff 
analysis said, “The possibility must 
...be faced that the SLA’s exploits and 
massive media impact may result in 
emulation by other small bands of 
domestic revolutionaries.” 
The analysis concludes that “if the 
pattern of emulating various l^tin 
American urban terrorists continues,” 
the SI^A may try to force release of 
prisoners who are members of various 
fringe organizations. 
“The SLA’s operations have shown a 
high degree of premeditation and 
planning, and a capability for im­ 
provisation under pressure. The SLA’s 
many rental expenses, arm s cache, 
etc. imply that the group is well fun­ 
ded,” the analysis said 
“ This gives rise to speculation as to 
their sources of money, which includes 
the slight possibility that SLA may 
have some contact with foreign ter­ 
rorists. However, due to the domestic 
nature of SLA’s targets, this has a low 
probability,” the analysis added.

Series Planned For High 


School Drop Outs 


A television series of 60 lessons has 
been disigned to assist individuals to 
prepare for a high school equivalency 
certificate. The series, for area 
residents who have not yet completed 
th eir high school education, will 
prem ier on WOSU-TV channel 34 on 
March 4. 
Two lessons a week, each repeated 
at least twice, will permit the student 
viewer his choice of viewing times. 
Each of the 60 lessons will last 30 
minutes. The program is produced by 
Manpower Education Institute, New 
York, and is a non-profit foundation 
whose aim is to solve urban problems 
caused by autom ation, 
lack of 
education and underemployment. 
Anyone who is at least 19 years of 
age, whose high school class has 
already graduated and who has been 
out of school for at least two years is 
eligible for reg istratio n 
in 
the 
telecourse. Completion of the course 
will more fully prepare the student to 
take the General Development Tests 
through which 
the high 
school 
equivalency certificate is granted. 
Three study guides to be used in 
conjunction with the telecasts can be 
obtained by sending $10 to FUTURE, 
2400 Olentangy River Road, Columbus. 
Courses will include in order, 26 
lessons in social studies, science and 
literature; 17 lessons in gram m ar, 
usage, spelling and vocabulary; and 17 
lessons in mathematics. The telecast is 
designed so that a student may see a 
whole sequence several tim es over a 
span of 15 months. 
Sponsored by the Ohio State Board of 
Education, the program has sparked 
local interest from the Circleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce and they are 
currently making plans toward a 
central meeting place for student 
Hospital 


viewers who either do not have access 
to a television or would prefer to study 
in groups. 
Several local educators, counselors 
and superintendents are working very 
closely with the program and will have 
available information concerning time 
schedules and other details.
